SMITH INDICTMENT QUASHED. • 
New York, May 5.—Judge Foster in 


the court of general 
sessions, this 


morning quashed the indictment for 
conspiracy against J. Morgan Smith 
and his wife. The judge, in making 
his decision known took this occasion 
to score the grand jury that found the 
indictment and indirectly he hit at 
District Attorney Jerome for the meth- 
ods used in handling this end of the 
case. 


Judge Foster said there was no evi- 


dence in the minutes before the grand 
jury showing conspiracy on the part 
of the defendants. It was evident, he 
declared, that they were brought back 
as witnesses in an important case, and 
that the grand jury had not consid- 
ered its duties or judicial position. 


"They probably thought," said the 


judge, "that the end justified 
the 


means and had so acted."

Severe Thunderstorm. 


St. Louis, May 5.—An unusually se- 


vere thunderstorm swept over St. 
Louis and vicinity, tne wind blowing 
at the rate of 40 miles an hour. The 
rainfall recorded by the government 
weather bureau was 1.27 inches in an 
hour and a half. Hail accompanied 
the rain. At Webster Grove, a suburb, 
15 miles west, the rainfall was in the 
nature of a waterspout, submerging 
streets, filling cellars and in some in- 
stances 
encroaching into the first
